On April 16, 2002, at approximately 0214 hours, Deputy 
Marc Lucio detained the occupants of a stolen vehicle, a male 
suspect (Eduardo Dominguez) and a female in the parking lot 
of Travel Inn Motel. Deputy Lucio radioed for assistance and, 
while waiting, the suspect displayed an assault type rifle. 
Deputy Wolfhope arrived at the location along with several 
other units. The suspect refused to comply with the deputies 
orders to show his hands and surrender. When assisting 
deputies attempted to forcibly remove the suspect from the 
vehicle, he attempted to ram his vehicle into them. Deputy 
Lucio and Deputy Wolfhope fearing for the safety of their 
fellow deputies each fired one shot, critically injuring the 
suspect.

On Tuesday, April 16, 2002, Sergeants Henry Reyes and Michael Berg, and Licutenant Donnie 
Mauldin, ofthe Internal Affairs Bureau, responded to 11140 Whittier Boulevard, Whittier, regarding 
an Officer Involved Shooting incident. Upon our arrival, we were briefed by Lieutenant Daniel 
Rosenberg of the Homicide Bureau. Commanders Cavanaugh and Taylor were present along with 
Lieutenant Ralph Webb of Risk Management Bureau and members of the Training Bureau.

WITNESSES: 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE’S STATEMENTS: 

Deputy Mare Lucio said he was working routine patrol, driving westbound on Whittier Boulevard, 
when he saw a vehicle speed up and pull into the Travel Inn Motel. He followed the vehicle into the 
motel parking lot. He saw a female exit the vehicle and walk toward the office of the motel. He ran 
a check of the vehicle’s license plate via his Mobile Digital Terminal and leamed that the vehicle 
was reported stolen. He requested assistance via his radio and advised that he was holding the male 
driver of the stolen vehicle at gunpoint. He was advised his closest back up unit was approximately 
three minutes away. He repeatedly ordered the mele suspect to show his hands, but the suspect 
ignored his orders. The female returned back to the suspect’s vehicle. He was not sure ifthe female 
was armed, so he ordered the female to get into the suspect’s vehicle so he could safely watch both 


of them. 


Lucio again ordered the male suspect to show his hands and the suspect continued to ignore his 
orders. A Whittier Police Department Officer arrived at his location. He continued to order the male 
suspect to show his hands and exit the vehicle. He decided to approach the suspect’s vehicle on the 
driver’s side as the Whittier Officer simultaneously approached on the passenger side. As they 
approached, the suspect raised up an assault type rifle and told them, “I’m armed.” Both he and the 
Whittier officer retreated to the back of his car for cover. The Whittier officer then went back to his 
vehicle and retrieved an MP-5 semi-automatic rifle. He updated assisting units via his radio, 
advising them that the suspect was armed with an automatic weapon. As additional units arrived, 
the suspect repositioned his vehicle to a position of advantage. Lucio moved to the rear of his vehicle 
and ordered the suspect to show his hands, again the suspect ignored his request and moved his 
vehicle back into a parking stall. Assisting deputies ordered the female to exit the suspect’s vehicle, 
but she ignored their orders. After a short time, the suspect showed his hands and they decided to 
approach the suspect’s vehicle. Assisting deputies pulled the female from the suspect’s vehicle as 
Lucio tried unsuccessfully to break the vehicle’s rear driver’s side passenger window. Another 
deputy broke the driver’s side window out, while Deputies HE 2 GEI to puil the 
suspect out of the vehicle. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE’S STATEMENTS: 

The suspect refused to exit the vehicle and grabbed toward the assault rifle as deputies tried to pull 
him out. The suspect put his car in reverse and the deputies backed away as the suspect revved the 
engine. The suspect’s car backed up and struck him (Lucio) in his legs. The suspect simultaneously 
reached for his weapon again and he (Lucio), fearing for his safety, fired one round from his duty 
weapon (9mm Beretta). He believes the round struck the suspect in the back or possibly in the back 
of the head. The suspect went completely limp and he did not fire any additional rounds. 
Paramedics were called to the location to treat the wounded suspect. Lucio added that he believes 
the suspect would have engaged him if the Whittier officer had not arrived when he did. 


IAB Note: Deputy Lucio’s duty weapon was inspected by Homicide investigators. The 
weapon contained one round chambered and 14 rounds in the magazine. 
The weapon had been loaded with a total of 16 rounds. 


Deputy James Wolfhope said he was working 152A, a [IEEE with his Deputy Robert 
Smith. He heard Deputy Lucio’s radio broadcast requesting assistance and advising that he was 
holding a siolen vehicle suspect at gunpoint. He responded to the location and heard Deputy Lucio 
update information that the suspect was armed with an automatic weapon. He instructed Deputy 
Smith to get the shotgun out as they arrived at the motel. He saw several other units in the parking 
lot of the location behind the suspect’s vehicle which was facing westbound. He saw two occupants 
in the stolen vehicle, a male driver and a female passenger, the female appeared to be visibly shaken 
and upset. He heard deputies order the male to show his hands, the suspect was not complying. He 
took the shotgun from Deputy Smith and deployed alongside other units on the passenger side. He 
began shouting commands to the suspect to show his hands. The suspect would raise and then lower 
both hands, then raise and lower one hand. The suspect then moved his vehicle west 15 to 20 feet 
into a parking stall. 


Wolthope repositioned himself to the rear driver’s side of the suspect’s vehicle and could clearly see 
into the vehicle. He heard Sergeant Knott say that he (Knott) wanted to get the female out of the 
suspect’s vehicle so they could effect the arrest of the male suspect. He saw the male suspect 
continuously reach down toward the assault rifle. He heard the suspect say that the gun (assault rifle) 
wasn’t real, however the suspect’s weapon, based on his military training, appeared to be authentic. 
He saw Deputy Lucio unsuccessfully attempt to break the driver’s side passenger window with his 
(Lucio’s) flashlight. He saw Deputy use his expandable baton to break out the driver’s side 
window. The driver’s door was opened and several deputies nc 

attempted to pull the suspect from the vehicle while other deputies simultaneously pulled the female 
from the vehicle. Deputy Hes leaning across the suspect and appeared to be attempting to 
remove the vehicle’s ignition key. The suspect's vehicle lunged forward and he yelled at | i 
get out of the suspect’s vehicle. `

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE’S STATEMENTS: 

As the deputies struggled with the suspect, he(Wolfhope) reached into the vehicle and unlocked and 
opened the rear driver’s side passenger door. He could clearly see the suspect’s weapon was 
authentic. He again ordered the suspect to show his hands. Deputy backed out of the 
suspect's vehicle as the suspect simultaneously put the vehicle into reverse and reached down toward 
the assault weapon. The suspect’s vehicle lurched backwards. He believed the suspect was 
attempting to reposition his vehicle to engage them in a gun battle. He fired one shotgun round, 
striking the suspect in the face. He specifically shot at the suspect’s head to immediately eliminate 
the suspect’s threat and prevent any injuries to deputy personnel. The suspect went limp as he 
reloaded his shotgun and re-assessed the situation. He heard someone request paramedics on the 
radio. He added that he and the other deputies involved did everything possible to avoid the shooting 
incident. 


IAB Note: Homicide investigators examined the Ithaca shotgun and found it contained 
four, double 00, buckshot rounds. The shotgun had been loaded with four 
rounds. The one expended round had been replaced after the shooting. 


WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 

Sergeant Larry Knott said he was working 150S (field supervisor) when he responded to Lucio’s 
radio request for assistance. When he arrived at the motel he saw three or four other units at the 
location. He saw a male driver and female passenger inside vehicle that was parked directly in 
front of Lucio’s vehicle. He heard deputies yelling, “let me see your hands, let me see your hands.” 
He saw the male raise and lower his hands as if he was reaching for something. He told the deputies 
on scene “hold on guys, lets get the female out of the car.” He ordered the female out of the car, but 
the female did not comply. He saw the male suspect drive the car forward in a westerly direction 
over a parking stall curb. He was concerned for the safety of the female passenger who seemed to 
pose no threat. He went up to the passenger side door and opened the door. He pulled the female 
from the vehicle and pushed her away to another deputy. He said deputies were positioned in a half 
cirele configuration around the back half of the suspect’s vehicle. 


Knott saw Deputies Lucio and JB strike the driver’s side windows of the suspect’s vehicle 

was successful in breaking the driver’s window with his baton. He sa pen the 
driver's door and saw [EP dM attempt to pull the suspect from the vehicle. He saw 
the suspect reach down toward his rifle. The suspect then drove forward over the curb. He 
continued to yell commands as the suspect put the car in reverse and accelerated. The suspect’s 
yehicle struck Deputy Lucio as the suspect simultaneously began to pull up the assault rifle. He saw 
Deputy Wolfhope fire one round from his shotgun which struck the suspect. He explained that he 
did not retreat from his position for two reasons 1) they had the suspect contained at gunpoint, 2) he 
did not want the suspect to have an opportunity to exit the vehicle and engage thern with the assault 
rifle. He did not have time to go back to his vehicle and retrieve any less than lethal weapons 
because the incident was rapidly moving, in his opinion, toward a deadly force incident. In 
retrospect, he believes that they should not have attempted to pull the suspect from the vehicle 
because the arrest team C Ee | were too exposed. 


WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 
He added that he believes the suspect was waiting for an opportunity to arm himself with the assault 


tifle and engage the deputies in a gun fight. 


Witness orticer DU) he was monitoring Sheriff's radio when he heard a request for 
assistance, deputy detaining two at gunpoint in a stolen vehicie. He was nearby and responded to 
the request because the closest Sheriff's units were several minutes away. When he arrived at the 
location, he saw a deputy detaining a male and female in a vehicle which was parked in a parking 
stall. The deputy told him to approach on the passenger side while he (Lucio), approached on the 
driver’s side. As they moved forward, they gave commands to the occupants of the vehicle to show 
their hands. The female immediately complied and raised her hands, but the maie stated, “J have a 
gun,”and showed them an assault rifle. They backed away from the suspect’s vehicle and he went 
back to his own vehicle to retrieve his MP-5 semi-automatic rifle. 


The suspect backed his vehicle out of the parking stall as both he and the deputy yelled orders to the 
suspect to stop and show his hands. They continued yelling orders, and ae: the suspect, 
“don’t make me shoot you” and the suspect replied, “it's not loaded.” The suspect put his weapon 
down and moved his vehicle into a parking stall. The suspect continued to reach downward toward 
his weapon with his right hand. Additional Sheriff's units arrived and they formed a half circle 
around therear portion of the suspect’s vehicle. A deputy broke out the driver’s window and another 
deputy came around him and pulled the female from the vehicle. Two deputies opened the driver’s 
door and reached in to pull the suspect out of the vehicle. The suspect revved the engine and the 
suspect’s vehicle lunged forward and backwards. The two deputies were either brushed back by the 
suspect’s vehicle or retreated. The suspect reclined his scat, backed his vehicle and dropped his 
hands. He heard a gunshot and saw the suspect go limp. He was not aware of any tactical plan 
formulated by the Sheriff's sergeant or Sheriff s personnel. 


Witness Deputy | sR she was working HB ec responded to Deputy Lucio’s 
request for assistance. She saw Deputy SEE also responding and followed his vehicle to 
Lucio’s location. Deputy TN Sergeant Knott puiled into the driveway and she pulled in 
behind thesergeant’s vehicle. She took a position behind a van and saw Deputy Lucio anda Whittier 
officer near the suspect’s vehicle. The suspect’s vehicle contained a male (driver) and a female 
(passenger). She heard someone continuously yelling orders to the suspect to show his hands, while 
the suspect moved his vehicle forward. Tae male suspect kept putting his hands up and down and 
was not complying. She heard someone say, “we have to get the female out of the vehicle.” She 
heard someone order the female out of the car and saw the female attempt unsuccessfully to exit the 
vehicle. She saw that the female had a panicked look on her face as the male drove the vehicle 
forward into a parking stall. Someone again yelled, “we got to get her out ofthe vehicle,” so she and 
several other deputies approached the vehicle. She went to the driver’s side and saw Deputy Lucio 
attempt to open the passenger door on the driver’s side while several other deputies were on the 
passenger side of the vehicle. She attempted to open the driver’s door so that she could unlock the 
passenger door, but found that it was locked. She heard somecne yelling at the suspect, “keep your 
hands up, don’t move.” 


WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 
HES sew Deputy [J oreak open the driver’s side window with his baton. She opened the 
driver’s door and simultaneously saw the female being pulled from the vehicle. She saw Deputy 
tempt to pull the suspect out of the vehicle. The suspect reached down toward his weapon 
and she leaned into the vehicle and took hold of the suspect’ sright arm to prevent him from reaching 
the weapon. She then heard someone yell, Be out of there.” As she backed out, she shut 
off the vehicle’s ignition. The suspect restarted the vehicle and pushed_her out of the vehicle by 
using his leg. She fell to the ground, got up and helped Deputies | E Sergeant 
Knott, who were still attempting to pull the suspect from the vehicle. The suspect revved the 
vehicle’s engine and moved the vehicle forward and then backwards. She moved back away from 
the vehicle to a position next to Deputy Lucio. The suspect continued to rev the engine and move 
the vehicle forward and then backward again toward both she and Deputy Lucio. As the suspect’s 
vehicle struck both of them Mandi Lucio), she heard a gunshot. She added that Sergeant Knott 
instructed her to call for an ambulance. 


Witness Deputy O O o ë he was working unit J when he responded to Deputy 
Lucio’s request for assistance. When he arrived at Lucio’s location, he saw Deputy Lucio and 
aWhittier Officer detaining a male and female. He took a position of cover and heard Deputy Lucio 
ordering the male suspect to show his hands. The female was crying and the male wes completely 
ignoring Lacio’s orders. The suspect moved his vehicle and it appeared to him that he (suspect) was 
trying to get out of the driveway but he was blocked by the deputies vehicle. The suspect then 
moved his car into a parking stall. He repositioned himself as additional units arrived 

and Sergeant Knott). The female appeared to be frantic in her attempt to get out of the 
suspect’s vehicle. 


He saw Deputy [break out the driver’s window and Sergeant Knott simultaneously pull the 
female from the vehicle. He saw and EE ettempt to pull the suspect out of the vehicle 
and went to assist them. Deput: as leaning across the suspect’s body and attempting to take 
the key out of the vehicle’s ignition. He took hold of the suspect’s hand to prevent him from 
reaching his (suspect’s) weapon. He saw Deputy J being pushed out of the vehicle by the 
suspect as the vehicle began to lunge forward and backward. Both he and acked away from 
the vehicle, then he heard a gunshot. He added that during, the entire incident, he did not become 
aware of any plans that were made to coordinate the deputies actions. 


Witness Deputy EE s2id he was working unit Here: he heard deputy Lucio’s call 


for assistance. Deputy Lucio advised that he was detaining two at gunpoint in a stolen car. As he 
responded, the call was updated that the suspect(s) were armed. He arrived at Lucio’s location along 
with several other units. He saw deputies approach the suspect's vehicle with their guns drawn. The 
female (passenger) was screaming and the male (driver) was not following the deputies orders to 
show his hands. He heard the male suspect say, “No, I’m not getting out of the car. I didn’t do 
anything.” He saw a deputy attempt to open the driver’s door unsuccessfully. He broke out the 
driver’s window with his baton and opened the driver’s door. 


WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 

Haynes reached into the vehicle and attempted to pull the male suspect out. He is not certain when 
other deputics pulled the female from the vehicle. He attempted to pull the suspect out, he ordered 
the suspect to show his hands and get out of the vehicle. The suspect refused and began moving his 
vehicle forward and then backward. HB cecached in and turned off the vehicle’s ignition. The 
suspect grabbed restarted the vehicle and kicked Hou of the vehicle. He felt certain 
that the suspect was either going to try to ram his vehicle out or engage them in a gun fight. The 
suspect backed his vehicle and hit Lucio as he (suspect) reached for his weapon. He heard and saw 
Wolfhope fire one shot at the suspect from his shotgun. The round struck the suspect in the face and 
the suspect immediately went limp. Someone reached inside the vehicle and removed the suspect’s 
weapon. Paramedics responded and pronounced the suspect dead. He added that no plan was 
formulated or discussed prior to the deputies taking action. 


Witness Deputy Djoko Van Damme said he was working Norwalk 48, (Whittier County car) with 
his partner (Deputy Gutierrez) when he heard Lucio’s call for assistance. They responded when the 
call was updated that the suspect was armed with an automatic weapon. When they arrived, they saw 
five or six deputies and a Whittier Officer near the suspect’s vehicle. He saw the suspect’s vehicle 
drive over a curb and heard the deputies yelling at the driver, to turn off and exit the vehicle. He 
took a position of cover behind the first radio car behind the suspect's vehicle. Orders were also 
being yelled at the female passenger to exit the vehicle. Aftera few minutes he saw a sergeant run 
over to the passenger side and pull the female out of the suspect’s vehicle. The sergeant handed off 
the female to him and he waiked the female out and handed the female to his partner (Deputy 
Gutierrez). He walked back and saw deputies attempting to pull the suspect out of the vehicle. He 
heard someone yell, “get out of the car, show your hands, or you’ll be shot ” He heard the suspect 
say, “if you’re going to do it, then just fucking do it.” He saw the suspect’s vehicle rocking back and 
forth as if it was stuck on the curb. He heard the suspect rev the engine and saw the vehicle back 
into Deputy JA He saw Deputy Wolfhope fire one round from his shotgun, striking the suspect. 
The suspect immediately went down and did not move, so he did not feel the need to fire. 


Witness Deputy Greg Gutierrez said he was working at Norwalk Station when he heard a radio 
call for assistance from Deputy Lucio. Deputy Lucio advised that the suspect was armed with an 
automatic weapon, he and his partner (Deputy Van Damme) responded to Lucio’s location. When 
they arrived at Lucio’s location, they saw several Pico Rivera units anda Whittier unit in the parking 
lot behind a blue Saturn (suspect’s vehicle). A deputy (nfd) brought a female to him and he 
handcuffed and placed the female in the backseat of his patrol vehicle. He heard the suspect revving 
his engine and heard the deputies telling the suspect to get out of the vehicle. Then he heard a loud 
gunshot, but did not witness the shooting. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS: 

Witness Deputy Robert Smith said he was working unit 152E, with his HE Deputy 
Wolfhope. He and Wolfhope responded to Lucio’s request for assistance. When they arrived, he 
saw several Sheriffs units and a Whittier unit already at the location. He handed Wolfhope the 
shotgun which contained one round chambered. He saw a male and female being detained in a 
vehicle at gunpoint. He heard numerous requests from the deputies for the suspects to show their 
hands. Hemade announcements to the suspect to show his hands. Requests were also made asking 
the femaleto exit the vehicle. He saw a deputy (nfd) break out the driver’s window, heard the female 
scream and saw the female being pulled from the suspect’s vehicle. He saw several deputies 
attempting to pull the suspect from the vehicle. As he moved to reposition himself, he heard the 
engine revving and then heard a gunshot. 


IAB Note: Deputy Smith loaded the shotgun at the beginning of his shitt with four, 12 
gauge, Double 00 shotgun rounds. 


Witness Esai she met Eddie (Suspect Dominguez) at a friend’s house earlier in the 
evening (Monday). She characterized her relationship with the suspect as “friends” and said she has 
known the suspect for two years. She explained that she had an argument with her iii and 
planned on spending the night at a motel. The suspect gave her a ride to the motel during the early 
morning hours of Tuesday. She explained that the suspect had been acting strange and was laughing 
at Christmas lights he had placed inside the interior of his vehicle. When they arrived at the motel, 
she exited the suspect’s car and went to the motel office to register. No one came to the motel office 
and when she turned to walk back, she saw a Sheriff's vehicle behind the suspect’s car. She 
continued to walk back to the car and heard the Sheriff tell the suspect to show his hands. When she 
reached the suspect’s vehicle, the deputy ordered her into the suspect's vehicle. The suspect asked 
her, “what do the police officers want? Tell him that we just want to go home.” She told the 
suspect to listen to the officer and put his hands up. The suspect seemed confused and was acting 
stupid by not following the officer’s commands. She then noticed a long gun, partially covered by 
a sheet toward the backseat of the suspect's vehicle, The suspect kept moving his hands toward the 
gun trying to unwrap it. The suspect lifted the gun three or four times and she heard the suspect say, 
“Pm armed, but the gun isn’t loaded.” She pleaded with the suspect to follow the deputies 
commands and not do anything stupid. 


The officers kept telling the suspect to show his hands or they would shoot him. The suspect kept 
putting hishands up and down and told the officers, “just let us leave.” She heard one of the officers 
say to get her out of the car. The suspect told her to stay in the car and not to open the door. She 
attempted to open the door by pulling on the door handic, but the door would not open. The car 
moved in reverse. She was frightened for her safety and the suspect’s safety and wanted to get out 
of the suspect’s car. The officers approached the car and ordered the suspect to put his hands up 
where they could see them. She then heard a window shatter on the driver’s side. She saw deputies 
struggling to pull the suspect from the car. The suspect moved toward the gun as he struggled with 
the deputics. She saw an officer trying to open her door and then all of a sudden the door opened. 
The officer pulled her from the car and, as they walked from the suspect’s car, she heard a gunshot. 


WITNESS STATEMENTS: 

Witness said he was sleeping in room E Si the motel, when he was awakened by 
persons yelling. He did not witness the shooting, but did hear persons yelling. He heard someone 
yelling, “put your hands down, or something similar.” He looxed outside through the window and 
saw lights and heard someone saying “put your hands up” and “get out” and then he heard, “put the 
gun down.” He told his to get down on the floor. He heard a car engine 
start and then heard the car’s engine revving. He heard four gunshots and then a couple of louder 


gunshots. 


Witness EE said she was awakened by flashing lights outside and thought someone was 
getting a traffic ticket. She did not witness the shooting, but hcard what sounded like four gunshots 


and then two louder gunshots. 


N: she was sleeping in room sand did not hear or see anything. 


said he was sleeping in room #fifwhen he was awakened by loud noises. 
He looked outside and saw an ambulance and fire truck. He did not hear or see anything else. 


Witness OO N he was sleeping in room G | his permanent residence. He was 


awakened by screaming sounds and police sirens. He heard someone yell, “Put your hand out” and 
then he heard a loud gunshot, followed by another popping sound. He added that he stayed in bed 
during the entire incident. 


Witness O he was sleeping in room #8 when he was awakened by shouting. 
He looked outside and saw police yelling, “Get out of the car, get out of the car.” He heard a 
banging scund and then heard one loud gunshot. He added that a car was revving it’s engine and 
moving toward the building, and he thought the car was going to drive through the building. 


Witness N: he was sleeping in room + his permanent residence. He was 
awakened by someone yelling outside. He heard, “Put your hands on your head, and get down on 
the ground,”repeatedly. He looked out the window and saw police officers around a car yelling at 
someone inside the car. He heard a loud noise and went back to bed. 


Witness said he was sleeping in room # his temporary residence. He was 
awakened by his He looked outside and saw police officers around a car in 
the parking Jot. He heard the officers yelling, “Put the gun down”, “Step out of the car”, “Put your 
hands up,” “Put your gun down,” “Get out of the car”, “You could die. ” He heard, these commands 
for several minutes. He explained that when he first saw the suspect’s car, the suspect’s car was not 
parked in the stall.

He heard three 
loud noises, followed by a bang. He went outside and saw a lot of police officers around a car.

“Put your hands up,” “Keep your hands visible,” “Don’t move or you’Il get shot.” He looked outside 
the window and saw officers continuing to give orders. After a few minutes, he heard a shot and 
then a second shot. He saw gun smoke coming from the area next to the driver’s side of the suspect’s 
car. He jumped back into bed and did not look outside again. 


Witness | he was inside room E | when he heard a male and female screaming 
as if they were arguing. He heard the police give commands, “Stop” “Drop the gun,” and “stop.”
